Before the war almost abl rub 
bur was imported from Tritish, 
Dutch and French possessions in 
the Far Eoat. Java, Bornes,

BARGAINING POSITION 

Sometime soon that committee is 
expected to recommend to U.S, 
Reeanversion Director Snyder 
what to do with our synthetic 
plants and what to do about tub.
